Mrs. GRIMES advised that MICHAEL PA IKE is a 
regular attendant at the First Unitarian Church in Dallas 
and she sees him attending church services at least twice y 
a week. Mrs. GRIMES stated that MICHAEL PAINE is very 
quiet and very reserved, and she knows nothing of a deroga- . 
tory nature concerning MICHAEL PA IMS's loyalty to the ‘

PAINS but understands that she is a member of the Quaker

Mrs. GRIMES further advised that on tv/o or three 
occasions in the Fall of 1DS3, MICHAEL PAINE requested 
that he be permitted to attend a meeting of the John Birch 
Society of which Mrs. GRIMES stated she was an active 
member. Mrs. GRIMES stated she ir.vited MICHAEL PAINE to 
attend one meeting of the John Birch Society at her resi- 
dence and later when this meeting was cancelled she was 
unable to get in touch with MICHAEL PAINE to advise him of 
this cancellation. MICHAEL PAINS appeared at her residence 
for this meeting, which was not held. Mrs. CRIMES stated 
she then tried on another occasion to get in touch with 
MICHAEL PAINE and advise him of another meeting but she was 
unable to get is touch with MXCEA2L PAINS. • ' • 



Mrs. GRIMES described the John Birch Society as 
being an organisation opposed to communism' and felt .that . 
MICHAEL PAHTE'g interest in the John Eirch Society would 
indicate ft feeling against communism on his part, -in view of 
•jho well-publicized anti-communist program of this 'Society. 
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
